No. D. 443 3-01/49.— The Governor General is pleased to 
direct that, with effect Irom the 1st September 1949, the 
io lowing further amendment shall be made in the Post 
Office Insurance Fund ltules, namely: — 

In the said Rules, after rule 41, the following heading 
and rule shall be inserted, namely;. — 

"Loans on Policies” 

42. (1) As an experimental measure for two years from 
the 1st September 1949 loans may be granted on the 
security of policies issued under these rules, tor which the 
liability devolves on the Dominion of India. Such loans 
may be granted on the security of the policy, otherwise 
unencumbered, upto 90 per cent, of the surrender value 
thereof, provided flic policy has acquired a minimum 
surrender value of Rs. 76. The loan should be repaid m 
monthly msta'ments spioad over a period varying between 
six months and tour years nb may be fixed by the authority 
sanctioning the loan and m no cube should the period oi 
payment go beyond tho date of maturity of the policy. 
The instalments should be m complete rupees and should 
be paid in cash before the 21st day of the every mouth 
at tho post office se eoted by the insurant, interest will 
be chaiged on the monthly balanoes at the rate of C£ per- 
cent. per annum eompoundmg yuarly and bhould bo paid 
in one or more instalments ol amounts fixed for the. 
payment ol the loan before the 21st day of every month 
subsequent to the month m which the last instalment ol 
loan is repaid, if in any month, the amount oi instalment 
of loan or interest due for (hat month is not paid, penal 
interest at the rate of 8 per cent, per annum will be 
charged on that amount. It the amount of loan or interest, 
is allowed to fall into anears for more than 12 monthb, 
the Governor General will be entitled to surrender the 
policy and apply the surrender value thereol in payment 
of the said advance, interest, penal interest and expenses, 
the balance, if any, of such surrendei value being paid to 
the party entitled thereto. 

(2) Application for loan m the prescribed form available 
at any post office should bo made to tho Postmaster- 
Generul ol the postal cuclc in which the applicant is 
residing. The torm should be filled m and signed by the 
applicant in the presence of the Rostmastor and the 
application together with the policy or policies handed 
over to the Postmaster under receipt. The Postmaster- 
Genoral will, on leccipt of the ‘application, verify by a 
reference to the file of correspondence relating to that 
policy whether the policy is Roe from encumbrances. He 
will, at the same tune, ascertain Rum the Deputy 
Acoonntant General, Postal Lite Insurance, Calcutta, the 
amount of loan which may be granted on the policy on 
the date of application and sanction the loan, if admissible, 
on the conditions .stated above, mentioning the number 
of instalments in which the loan is to be repaid. The 
amount of loan should be a multiple of the number of 
instalments to be fixed. A copy of the sanction with a 
loan bond duly completed should be forwarded to the 
Postmaster concerned with instructions to pay the amount 
to the applicant on his executing the loan bond, The loan 
bond after its execution should b e returned by the Post- 
master und kept with the policy and the application for 
loan in safe custody with the Postmaster-General. The 
policy should be released to the insured person or the 
party legally ontitled thereto, after ascertaining from the 
Deputy Accountant-General, Postal Life Insurance, 
Calcutta, that the amount of Joan and interest have heeii 
completely repaid. The borrower may, at his discretion, 
repay more than on e monthly instalment of the loan at a 
time. 

(8) If the insured person wants to surrender the policy 
before repayment of the loan, he should apply to the 
Postinaster-Gencral, with whom his policy is kept as 
security, to surrender the policy, adjust the surrender 
value thereof to the balance of loan and interest due and 
to pay him the balance, if any On receipt of this 
application the Postmaster-Genera] will take necessary 
steps to stop recovery of further premia and to surrender 
the policy. 

Note. — The policy, against which loan is taken, should 
always be assigned to the Governor General If an insured 
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person has assigned his policy in favour of another person, 
loan on such a policy will be granted to the insured person, 
only on his getting the policy re-asBigned in his favour 
and then assigning it to the Governor General

The 
calculations of the extra allow mice for double 
shift and for triple shift shall be made sepa- 
rately, propoi tionato to the number of days 
during which there was only double shift 
working and during which there was triple 
shift working. Eor the purpose of granting 
this extra allowance the normal number of 
working days throughout the year will be 
taken as 3(X) and if, for example, a concern

Part 1 

Method* of Recruit meat 

1. These Rules may ho called the Telegraph Engineering 
Service, Class 1, Recruitment Rules. 

2. Eor the purposes of these Rules— 

(a) "Government” means the Government of India; 

(b) "The Commission ” means the Federal Public Hervico 
Commission ; 

(c) "High Commissioner” menus the High Commis- 
sioner for India in London; 

(d) "the Service,” means the Telegraphs Engineering 
Service, Class I; 

,~qe) "Scheduled Gaston” means any ol the Castes men 
itioned in the Government of India (Scheduled Castes) 
Order, 1936. 

8. Th e Service shall bo recruited by the following 
methods: — - 

(i) By competitive exammatioi held in mam in acete'd- 
ance with Part TT of these Rules. 

(ii) By promotion in accordance with Part TTI of these 
Rules. 

4, Subject to the provisions of rule 3, tov eminent shall 
determine the method or methods to be e nployed for tho 
purpose, of filling any particular vai ancies, or such vacam 
oies as may require to be filled during any particular 
period, and the number of candidates to bt recruited by 
each method. 

5.. Appointmont to the Service which is made otherwise 
than by promotion will be governed by the principles laid 
down in the Government of India. Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Resolution No. 16/10/47-Ests. (R), dated the 21st 
August 1947 (regarding communal representation in the 
Central Services) and the supplementary instructions 
issued in connection therewith. 

Part II 

Recruitment by competitive examination 

6. A competitive, examination for admission to the Ser- 
vice shall bo held in India at such times mid places us 
Government may proscribe by notice issued through the 
CofiimisBion, Every such notice will, when possible, 
announce the number of vacancies to be filled on the result 
of the examination. 

k. If the examination hdd under this part of these Rules 
is a combined examination for the purpose of making 
appointment to more than one Service the following pro- 
visions shall apply: — 

(i) Any person may apply to be admitted as u candi- 
date for appointmont in aii or any of these Services for 
which he is eligible. If he wishes to compete for appoint- 
ment in more than one Service, he shall state on his appli- 
cation form which Services he wishes to compete for and 
the order of his preference between them, and in such case 
only one application form will he necessary and one pay- 
ment of the fees referred to in rule 16 (and Appendix IV) 
will be sufficient.

18. (i) After every examination the Commission shall 
make a list of the candidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate and in that order so many candidates up io the 
number of vacancies announced under rule 6 above, as are 
found by the. Commission to be qualified by the examina- 
tion and are considered by Government or the appointing 
authority, us the ease may be, to be suitable in all other 
respects, shall be appointed. 

(ii) i’or the purpose of rule 5 of these rules, appoint- 
ments to vacancies to be filled by members of the 
scheduled oaste community shall be made by Government 
or the appointing authority, as the case may be, in the 
order of merit of the candidates belonging to the scheduled 
caste community, provided they have qualified in the 
examination and are in ail respects suitable for employ- 
ment in those services. 

19. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health, and free from any physical defect likely to inter- 
fere with the discharge of his duties as an officer of the 
Service, A candidate who (after such physical examina- 
tion as Government or the appointing authority, as the 
case may be, may prescribe) is found not to satisfy those 
requirements will not be appointed. Only candidates who 
are likely to be considered for appointment wall be physi- 
cally examined.* 

20. (a) Appointments shall be made od probation ior a 
period of two years. 

(b) If, in the opinion of Government the work or con- 
duct of an officer on probation is unsatisfactory, or shows 
that he is unlikely to become efficient, Government may 
discharge him forthwith. 

(c) On the conclusion of his period of probation, Gov- 
ernment may confirm the. officer in his appointment, or, 
if his work or conduct has in the opinion of Government 
been unsatisfactory, Government may either discharge him 
from the Service or may extend his period of probation for 
such further period as Government may think fit. 

(d) If no action is taken by Government under sub-rule 
(b) or (c) of this rule, the period after the prescribed period 
of probation shall be treated as an engagement from month 
to month, terminable, on either side on the expiration of 
one calendar month's notice in writing. 


* In order to prevent disapp ointment candidate 11 are ndvjsed to 
have themselves examined bv a Government Medical Officer of the 
standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying for admission to the ex- 
amination. Particulars of the nature of tho physical test to which 
candidates will be submitted before appointment and of the stan- 
dards required oan be had from the Commission.
